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York Show a Record Breaker

EVIVAL of Holstein interest was strongly evident 
R at New York State Fair Aug. 27 to Sept. 1, both in 

ringside interest and in the display of this breed 
which excelled in both numbers and quality anything 
which the breeders of the East have yet brought forward. 
A total of 273 head were actually in the ring in the indi- 
vidual classes. The bulk of these were from New York 
exhibitors. with noteworthy additions from two Pennsyl- 
vania herds and one each from New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts. Ter county herds from New York State 
made this class more interesting than it has ever been 
before and proved to be an important factor in the large 
numbers shown. As several counties made their initial 
showing in this contest and there were more animals of less 
than state fair calibre,.both in quality and condition, than we 
like to see, but in practically every class the quality ran 
down the line far beyond the possibility of recognition in 
the prize awards. If the show is to be maintained at any- 
where near this size it will be necessary to extend the 
prize list from the present offer of six moneys to at least 
ten, as so many of our larger fairs have already done. 
Further classification changes, particularly in the divi- 
sion of the aged cows and two-year-old heifers into 
dry and milking sections, would likewise be particularly 
helpful. 

Robertson of Pennsylwania, Yates of New York, Bell 
Farm of Pennsylvania, Baker Farm of New Hampshire and 
Hurlwood Farm of Massachusetts dominated the top places 
in the show and all five have out very creditable exhibits. 
Robertson and Yates had somewhat the better of the argu- 


ment, each winning seven blues, and each having fourteen 
prizes of third or better. Each had a Grand Champion, 
and Robertson a Junior Champion in addition, although 
the Yates string accounted for twenty-two ribbons as 
against twenty-one for Robertson. This is the Robertson 
first-string herd, and is made up of entirely different ani- 
mals than he has been showing in the middle west at the 
early shows. Bell Farm, with two firsts, four seconds and 
one Junior Championship, made an especially pleasing 
showing. particularly in the heifer classes. Baker has out 
a very uniform string, and did very well, with twelve rib- 
bons in the first four places, although only once did they 
head their class. Hurlwood likewise has a better line-up 
than ever before but in this competition the best they 
could do was four seconds, but were tied with Bell Farm 
for the third largest number of ribbons won. Aside from 
Yates, the only New York breeder winning a blue was R. 
E. Brown of Liverpool, with a Yates-bred yearling bull. 
The Bull Classes 

The sensation of the bull section was King Piebe of 
York 37th, a 2-year-old with the Robertson string. In 
winning his class he had to beat Hurlwood’s twice All- 
American winner, Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker, which he 
was able to do through greater size and scale, far better 
shoulder and heart and greater length of rump. In fact 
this looks like one of the greatest two-year-olds that has 
been out in many a year. He was a very popular choice 
for Grand Championship honors. Robertson also had the

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previous years, but with 323 head of even quality 

shown by 95 exhibitors the Wisconsin State Fair 
Holstein show last week maintained the high standard 
set by this great Holstein center for quality and numbers 
of good Holsteins. If there is to be any criticism of the 
show let’s have it now and get it over with. It cannot 
be with the cattle—they were of good quality with an 
occasional real sensation. It cannot be with exhibitors 
and numbers for the above figures on both show that Wis- 
consin is a strong state for showing. The criticism may 
be directed against breeders generally and the industry 
at large for lack of interest in the show exhibited by poor 
attendance and general apathy to the very good show 
that was put on. Perhaps the Holstein men of Wisconsin 
are too busy to attend their own fair and learn the les- 
sons that may be learned from such shows. If they are 
they are overlooking the value of these shows to them as 
educational institutions. That’s that. 


Carnation made by all odds the best showing in this 
competition since this very good show herd in compe- 
tition for the first time this year won nine blues includ- 
ing both male championships and brought to view some 
real satisfactory tops. Jefferson county asylum held the 
Carnation herd fairly even in the female classes and an- 
nexed a senior and grand championship in this division, 
winning five blues. The combined state institutions 
herds were runners-up to these two leaders taking two 
blues and getting the junior championship for females. 
Other winners of blue ribbons included J. E. Piek, Baltz 
Hosely, George A. Schumacher and Milford Meadows of 
_ Wisconsin and Logan Farm of Illinois. 

Judge Haeger did what is not often done by judges 
when he put a junior grand champion in the male divi- 
sion after making a two-year-old senior champion. He 
chose the senior yearling, Sir Segis Bessie Walker, son of 
Matador Segis Walker 6th, shown by Carnation. This 
youngster, easy winner in his class, was shown last year 
by Carnation and has developed into a sensational year- 
ling. Plenty of size, wide, deep, straight and dairy look- 
ing, this bull should give a very satisfactory performance 
this year and his fight this week.at Detroit with the sen- 
sational King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje of the Rasmussen 
string will be worth while.

Nine aged bulls were headed by Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby Lad shown by the Wisconsin School for the Blind 
and followed in order by the Brace entry, King Ormsby 
of Cold Spring, and Dekol Pabst Korndyke Star. The 
winner, a son of the National Dairy show champion, 
Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, is no stranger to the blue, 
having campaigned for several seasons with good success. 
Joe Piek showed the former junior champion at Milwau- 
kee to win in the three-year-old class over the Carnation 
son of North Star Joe Homestead, Hosely Sarcastic Joe 
Homestead. The Piek entry was almost too fat but the 
runner up while stylish lacked compactness. 

The two-year-old class was the best of the male lots 
and the gallery did not altogether agree with Judge 
Haeger on his final placing. Three very fine bulls fought 
it out for top and the blue went to the Carnation entry, 
Carnation Romeo Colantha. Harvest Matador Chief, bred 
by Harvest Farms and now owned at the Mendota state 
institution, stood second. Many observers would have 
given this bull first on dairy quality. The winner had 
better head and neck and was smoother over the top. 
Number two had a better rump. Both were very good as 
to body and depth. The decision was admittedly close 
and the Rawleigh entry in third place was a very accepta- 
ble runner-up to the two tops. 

Sir Segis Bessie Walker, Carnation senior yearling, 
shone out like a good deed in a naughty world in his 
class and was not pressed very hard for the Grand when 
he went up against the two-year-old. Second in class 
was a son of C. O. Christ’s King Richmond Pontiac. A 
grandson of North Star Joe Homestead was winner 
among junior yearlings.

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' the individual classes, made the Holstein show at 
Ohio state fair a very interesting event. The quality 
ran well down the line in practically every class, so that 
even with ten moneys in most of the classes, many ex- 
cellent animals were forced to go home without special 
recognition. Elmwood Farms of Illinois were the big 
winners, taking just half of the blue ribbons and cham- 
pionships offered for open competition. Detroit Creamery 
Farms of Michigan, starting their 1928 season here, like- 
wise did very well, with three firsts, eight seconds and-one 
grand championship, being the second largest winners. 
The only other exhibitor winning more than one first was 
J. B. Jones of Michigan, whose cattle placed consistently 
well throughout the show, taking two firsts, two seconds, 
two thirds and many lesser prizes. Other Michigan breed- 
ers breaking into the blue ribbon column were Bayne- 
wood Farms and Arbu Farm, the latter also having a 
junior champion winner. Two Ohio breeders brought out 
first prize winners, these being Firestone Farms and the 
National Orphans’ Home. The Robertson second string 
accounted for two seconds and four thirds as a credit for 
Pennsylvania. Echo Farms made a good showing for 
Kentucky in this competition, with three third prizes and 
eight lesser ones, while the little herd of Elmer Frazier 
of Indiana accounted for eight ribbons from third place 
down. Virginia, the seventh state was well represented 
by the Seward Stock Farms, which placed seven times, 
a second money being their top award. In addition to Elm- 
wood, there were present from Illinois the good herds of 
A. F. Randolph and Silver Glen Farms, both being factors 
throughout. The Gabel Creamery Co. did creditably also 
with their little string from Michigan. This brand of out- 
side competition made the going a little rough for the 
Ohio exhibitors, who nevertheless had out some good 
animals. In addition to the two from this state already 
mentioned, the leading winners from Ohio were Keith 
Hoover and the Maumee Valley Club, Robert Montgomery, 
and Frank Koons. Aside from the Firestone and National 
Orphans’ Home strings the Ohio exhibits were largely in 
connection with the county herd contest. The large pro- 
portion of cattle from outside the state emphasized the 
contention of the State Association that special state 
classes should be provided at this show. 

Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld went through to his 
third Grand Championship of the year for Elmwood with- 
out serious difficulty, Detroit Creamery having a very 
creditable second in class in the former Reserve All- 
American winner, Velvet Brand (formerly Plaut Harcourt 
Creator). He is showing much better in the legs than he 
promised to do as a two-year-old and makes a very ac- 
ceptable head for this high class show herd. The Na- 


Fy ihe. inaivia from seven states, showing 236 head in 
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tional Orphans’ Home had a very pleasing winner in the 
three-year-old class in Homehurst Concordia Ormsby, who 
must be reckoned with as one of the good three-year-olds 
of the year. He had to be good to beat out the Arbu herd 
sire, Admiral Traverse Pride. The two-year-old bull class 
gave Judge Eves perhaps the most trouble of any class 
in the show. The problem lay in deciding between the 
Firestone entry, King Rena of Firestone Farms, and Forum 
Diamond Designer, Holger Larsen’s good yearling of last 
year, now owned by J. B. Jones. The latter had more 
size and flash, but is not so good at the tail head nor so 
smooth on top as the Firestone bull. After much study, 
the Ohio bull was put at the head of the line, but it was 
so close that plenty of reasons could have been found to 
justify either of these bulls for first place. The Robert- 
son entry, King Piebe of York 39th, last year’s reserve 
All-American junior yearling, was in third place, which in- 
dicates the quality of this class. The Elmwood yearling 
bulls headed the senior and junior divisions without diffi- 
culty, as in all the previous shows in which they have 
competed, and King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje went through 
to his third successive junior championship. The bull 
calf class of thirty brought out three fine toppers in the 
Jones, Detroit Creamery and Robertson entries, which 
finally placed in the order named. The Jones calf, Nicho- 
las Pietertje Ormsby 9th, was purchased in the National 
Ormsby Sale last July from Ed. Hanson, and is a real 
quality youngster. 

In the aged cow class, Long*Hollow Mercedes Butter 
Boy, making her first start under the Detroit Creamery 
colors, added another Grand Championship to her long 
string. She is not in as good form as last year, being a 
considerable distance away from calving, in both direc- 
tions, and subject to considerable criticism in the udder. 
Her wonderful general conformation, however, could not 
be denied here. Her former stable mate, Forum Pontiac 
Queen, now owned by Gabel Creamery Co., was in second 
place and another Detroit Creamery entry, one of the old 
foundation cows of their Swastika family in third position. 
Baynewood won the four-year-old class with a very milky 
heifer, Tuscola Canary Vale De Kol, a former calf club 
winner in Michigan. Elmwood scored in the three-year- 
olds with Forum Vesta Diamond, who looks better and 
better as the season progresses. She is a full sister to 
the Diamond Designer bull, and they made one of the 
best Produces of the year. The good Elmwood 2-year- 
old, Highland Johanna Polkadot Prilly, a daughter of their 
former herd sire, De Kol Pabst Korndyke Star, headed 
this class, Detroit Creamery placing second in both of 
these classes.

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Iowa Presents Strong Show

HE keenest kind of show ring competition featured 
I the Iowa Holstein show this year at which excellent 
herds—the best of them all with one or two excep. 
tions from the entire middle west—from no less than six 
states dropped in for battle. Judge L. S. Gillette had his 
work cut out for him to tie the ribbons in all of the large 
classes and groups in two days. He found plenty of 
quality in practically every class. He found fine young 
classes. He found very acceptable champions. It was 
a good show throughout. 


The ribbons were well divided among five or six prin- 
cipal contenders with Femco Farms and J. D. McDonald 
getting four blues each and C. E. Griffith taking down 
three while Chapman and Fredmar annexed a pair each 
of pretty blue ribbons. The other winners of blues were 
Modern Woodmen and Stewart so it will be seen that five 
middle west states—Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Colorado 
and Missouri—were strongly represented while a sixth, 
Illinois, sent the well known Rock River herd to represent 
that corn belt commonwealth. Rock River was _ unfor- 
tunate in that its star entry the two-year-old bull, Rock 
River Peter Prophet was lame and could not be shown 
in the open class which deprived the herd of a sure blue. 
Femco Farms carried last year’s Reserve All-American 
Blue Earth Duke Ormsby to an easy triumph in the aged 
bull class and he was good enough to beat the 1927 All- 
American two-year-old King Homestead Piebe Lad for 
Senior and Grand Championship. Griffith’s nicely turned 
senior yearling after winning in a rather plain class won 
the junior championship for males. Here is a rather 
flashy youngster not too sturdily put together that will 
stand up well in all his competitions this fall. 


The Senior and Grand Championship on females went 
to McDonald’s entry, Caroline Netherland Lady who won 
the same honor the week before at Springfield, while 
Fredmar showed a heifer calf to a first in the hottest kind 
of competition and then saw her made junior champion- 
ship in acceptable manner. She is a daughter of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe. 


There were exactly two hundred fifty head in com- 
petition at Iowa and the rings that were most hotly con- 
tested were found in the younger cattle of both sexes, 
No real sensations were uncovered at any spot and the 
older classes were just good average rings. The get-of- 
sire show was large and real good, nineteen groups being 
shown. 

When Gillette had cast his eye over the aged bulls he 
found Blue Earth Duke Ormsby a bit too good all the 
way around for the old champion Corwin Wimple De Kol 
Ormsby. The Femco entry stood easily at the top over 
the Woodmen bull that had won so often at Iowa and 
elsewhere and is now in his ninth. year and still hard to 
beat. The Rock River entry despite not so good a top 
line beat out the Griffith bull, Canary Paul Anna Home- 
stead and Stewart’s Tritomia Ormsby Pietertje, last 
year’s grand champion, did no better than fifth this year.

Wisconsin came to bat in the three-year-old class when 
McDonald’s All-American two-year-old beat Chapman’s 
Triune Ormsby Piebe 39th fresh from a championship at 
Sedalia. Femco Pride, another Reserve All-American in 
the Murphy string had a little difficulty in winning his 
class over Stewart’s two-year-old but scale and general 
strength won over a flashy appearance and even the better 
rump of the contender. Neither bull could have beaten 
the Rock River entry which was at the show but not 
showing on account of an infected foot. 

The junior champion of the show came out of the 
senior yearlings when Griffith showed a flashy son of 
Sir Johanna Bess Segis to win over a grandson of Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes, shown by Stewart. Fredmar had the 
best junior yearling of a rather plain lot, in fact both 
yearling classes were none too good in quality compared 
with the average for this good show. 


It was different in the bull calf class however and the 
Chapman calf L-JaiCee Glory Lad won over hot competi- 
tion. A very nice calf of McDonald’s was runner up here 
and another calf by the same sire shown also by Mc- 
Donald was third. Stewart and Griffith had larger calves 
in fourth and fifth places but Judge Gillette thought the 
little fellows had too much quality to be denied. He 
went back to smaller stuff again for the rest of his line. 


Carolyn Netherland Lady shown thus far as a dry cow 
by McDonald but ready to freshen in less than two weeks 
and carrying a fine udder was put at the head of the line 
of 23 aged cows. Here was good quality without any 
sensational individuals. Judge Gillette continued to put 
up cows with good big udders. His second choice was 
Spruce Lawn Walker Hartog Beets, a fine cow shown by 
Modern Woodmen. This institution also had third on 
Freemont Sunflower Pontiac which cow it will be remem- 
bered was Grand Champion at Denver last winter and 
has been a consistent winner out in her home state. 
Fourth went to an Iowa State Institution cow also heavy 
in milk. The first dry cow to place was De Kol Clothilde 
Monona, the leader of the Femco string. It was a great 
killing for the milk wagons. And good advertising for 
the breed. 

The best three-year-old was also McDonald’s entry 
with Maytag pressing closely here. In the two-year-old 
competition Modern Woodman came to the blue they had 
been pressing in for when a daughter of Corwin Wimple 
De Kol Ormsby demonstrated that that sire could do 
something in the ring through his offspring. The winner 
incidentally has a 600-pound two-year-old record and two 
of her sisters by the same sire are making 900 and 800 
pound records at home. Type and production. Chapman 
and Fredmar from Missouri and McDonald from Wiscon- 
sin aided Colorado in holding down the first four places 
while Griffith from Oklahoma and Rock River from 
Illinois made the going tough for the home folks by taking 
fifth and sixth in two-year-olds.

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The Canadian National Exhibition Keeps 
Up Its Record

vanced to the position of the greatest live stock 

show in the Dominion of Canada, the Can- 
adian National Exhibition at Toronto still maintains 
its proud position as the greatest annual fair in North 
America. Attendance figures run around or over a mil- 
lion and a half for the two weeks and the range of ex- 
hibits of all kinds is unequalled. More and more each 
year apparently this mammoth exhibition draws attend- 
ance from all over the United States as well as Canada, 
if the automobile license plates casually noted are a re- 
liable indication. 

The opportunity of showing cattle before such an 
attendance carries special appeal to exhibitors who are 
counting on publicity value. Very liberal premiums are 
another inducement that will always guarantee strong 
exhibits and keen competition. The total money avail- 
able in the open classes for Holstein exhibitors this year 
alone totalled $5,865, including the liberal grants from 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada. This year 
a total of 215 head of Holsteins competed for these splen- 
did prizes, outnumbering any two other dairy breeds 
combined. As usual, the bulk of the exhibits came from 
the Province of Ontario, with one herd each from Quebec 
and Prince Edward Island added. The wide distribution 
of the prize money is evident from the statement that 
37 exhibitors placed in the money. 

The well known herd of J. W. Innes & Sons, Wood- 
stock, Ont., was the heaviest winner, with twelve firsts 
and six seconds to its credit, and a total of thirty places 
in addition to all of the bull championships. The equally 
well known Raymondale Herd of Vaudreuil, Que., made 
the next best showing, with nine firsts, seven seconds, 
grand champion female and first Get of Sire, with 29 
ribbons outside their championships. J. Walter Jones, 
Charlottetown, P. E. I., had three firsts and four seconds, 
with a total of 23 ribbons. Eaton Hall Farm, Eversley, 
Ont., and Haley & Lee, Springford, Ont., each had two 
first prize winners, the former also having a junior cham- 
pion. The remaining three first prizes in the show went 
one in a place to T. O. Dolson, Brampton, Ont., Alfred 
Groves, Salford, Ont., and E. D. Kelly, Georgetown, Ont. 
Other exhibitors placing frequently in the money were 
Arbogast Bros., Sebringville, Ont.; G. C. McIntosh, Sci- 
ence Hill, Ont.; Robert Thompson, St. Paul’s, Ont.; Oscar 
Schmidt, Elmira, Ont.; G. M. Wood & Sons, Troy, Ont., 
John J. Innes & Son, Stratford, Ont., and R. Ray Mc- 
Laughlin, Oshawa, Ont.

W HILE the Royal Winter Fair in November has ad- 


Susie. Female Grand Champion was Hilda Alcartra De 
Kol, carrying the Raymondale colors this year. She was 
a star with the Innes herd last year. Eaton Hall Farm, 
who have been making a more serious effort with their 
Holsteins this past year, brought out the Junior Champion 
female of the show, a junior heifer calf. She was later 
made Reserve Grand Champion, a signal honor for so 
young an animal. She is, however, of the type that espe- 
cially appeals to Judge Rettie, being built close to the 
ground and with lots of substance. It was perhaps a 
little lack of this which caused him to put Sally Francy, 
the great Raymondale 4-year-old, down to third place in 
class. In the view of at least a part of the ring side she 
would have made a very acceptable grand champion. 
This young cow, with her two sisters of about the same 
age, by Patrick Francy Colanthus, made up a most out- 
standing entry in the Get of Sire class. The classification 
here calls for but three animals in this group. Last year’s 
All-American Produce of Dam won that important class 
handily here also, being composed of the Grand Cham- 
pion bull, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, and his first prize 3- 
year-old sister, Aaggie Sylvia 3d.

HE show season, now at its heighth, is proving to be 
i in many respects the most satisfactory ever held 

from a Holstein standpoint. The numbers of ex- 
hibitors and exhibits are impressive all along the line, 
and what quality! Surely the Holstein breed is improv- 
ing in type about as fast as a breed possibly can. 

The importance of type and the advertising value of 
the show ring, both from a breed and herd standpoint, are 
year by year claiming wider appreciation by our breeders 
so that 1928 is seeing more good herds out and more 
well-conditioned, high quality Holsteins on public display 
than ever before. 


With this growth of public interest in the show ring 
and the accompanying inerease in the keenness of the 
competition at most of the shows a problem is presented 
that both breeders and show managements must face. 
It costs real money to fit up a show herd properly and 
sefd it out either to a single state fair or over a circuit. 
If breeders in large numbers are to continue to go to this 
expense, they should be given a little more for their in- 
vestment than they are now getting at most of the fairs. 
In most classes, it is now a very difficult matter to even 
break into the prize money at all at our major shows and 
more animals of real merit than ever before are going 
home this season without any recognition whatever. 
For example, at the recent New York State Fair, out of 
63 exhibitors making entries, only five were able to 
place animals in first position, only three others were 
able to get as high as second place, and only three others 
even as high as third place, while only nineteen exhibi- 
tors secured any ribbons at all. In practically every 
female class and some of the young bull classes there 
were twice as many meritorious animals in the ring as 
there were awards to be made, and in several classes 
this proportion was a great deal higher. It is true that 
the expenses of a great many of these exhibitors were 
taken care of through the liberal county herd policy in 
force at this particular fair whereby every county herd 
exhibiting is guaranteed a prize of $100 to apply on 
travel expense regardless of placing in the ring. This 
helps, but does not fully meet the situation. 


A number of states look out for the interests of the 
smaller local exhibitors by providing special classes in 
which the exhibitors from the home state only are allowed 
to compete. This likewise is helpful, but has its objec- 
tionable features. 


An extension of the general prize list both in number 
of awards in class and also in total money offered is 
essential at most of our fairs. The premium lists have 
fallen far short of keeping in step with the growth of 
the exhibits. At a show like New York put on this year, 
for example, with forty-six aged cows and fifty-seven 
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heifer calves, and with other classes almost in propor- 
tion, it is manifestly inadequate to award only six prizes 
in a class. 


The foregoing suggestions all require the appropriation 
of additional money and while this is highly important, 
it must be recognized that it takes time to work these 
things out. There are, however, certain things which 
show managers could do at very slight expense which 
would add materially to the value which exhibitors would 
get from their efforts. 


We refer to the various details which would work out 
to give the spectators more for the money they have 
spent to attend. Perhaps the key to the whole situation, 
as far as the spectators are concerned, is to have the 
catalog numbers on the attendants large enough to be 
legible from the galleries. These should be in the form of 
double cards that will be visible from both front and rear, 
thus enabling spectators to identify individual animals 
by reference to their catalogs. We like the Ohio idea of 
distributing the show catalogs free, but that is not essen- 
tial. In passing, we may say that while the catalog is 
necessarily a rush job so far as the printing is con- 
cerned there is little excuse for the great number of typo- 
graphical errors, particularly in the names of exhibitors, 
as are found in most state fair catalogs. Then when you 
have furnished the crowd with accurately printed cata- 
logs and provided number cards large enough so they can 
identify the animals, don’t act as though it were all a 
secret, but provide a bulletin board where the winning 
numbers can be posted as each class is judged, and go 
further than that by employing a properly equipped an- 
nouncer with a megaphone. Then where time and space 
permit, let your winning animals parade once around the 
ring in order before returning to the barns. Under pres- 
ent conditions, the spectator finds it almost impossible 
to get more than the faintest idea of what it is all about 
unless he has a pass or crashes the gate into the ring 
itself. 

Along Broadway, no matter how much merit a show 
may have, if it does not draw the customers it is not 
considered a success. If our cattle show managers would 
consider the operation of judging the classes as some- 
thing more than a duty to be completed with all possible 
dispatch and would give some consideration to the show- 
manship features they would find a greatly increased in- 
terest in it by the spectators all with corresponding ben- 
fit to the breeders participating. We commend these 
simple suggestions to the consideration of show mana- 
gers and cattle superintendents. Certainly these are in- 
expensive ways for shows to give exhibitors more for 
their money and they may as well face the situation that 
this must be provided in one way or another if our live 
stock shows are to continue their logical growth. 


The New Blue Book 


UPT. NORTON advises that the subscription list for 
S Volume 39 of the Advanced Registry Blue Book, bet- 

ter known as the Blue Book, will close on Septem- 
ber 10 as the definite order must be given to the printer 
on that date to determine the press run. This volume 
covers the official test year of 1927-28 and will be ready 
for delivery later in the fall. 


Supt. Norton has devised a system whereby in the is- 
suing of key volumes every four or five years, the useful- 
ness of the Blue Book will be much improved. Volume 
39 will be one of these key volumes and breeders will 
find it essential for reference later on. The size of the 
edition will be determined by the number of orders actual- 
ly received. It is highly important, therefore, for breed- 
ers desiring a copy of this book to advise Supt. Norton 
of the fact at once. The price of the volume is two dol- 
lars, which is no measure of its value to breeders who 
should be making use of the information it contains or 
for its resale value later on when it has become scarce 
and difficult to secure. It will include a eomplete list of 
the daughters of all the active sires, that is, sires hav- 
ing daughters tested within the past five years; a list of 
all inactive sires with references to the volumes which 
show a list of the daughters, and a similar list of the 
active and inactive dams with two or more daughters, 
together with many other valuable lists. 


All breeders who have paid the regular fee for Ad- 
vanced Registry testing during the past fiscal year will 
receive a copy of this volume as the testing fee covers 
a subscription to the Blue Book. All others desiring

Long Time Average Increased 


T this time when so much is being said about type 
A improvement of the Holstein-Friesian breed, it is 

particularly pleasing to be able to state that along 
with this type improvement is coming a general increase 
of the average production of the breed as shown by the 
ten months’ and yearly records. We are glad to quote 
the following statement by Supt. Norton appearing in the 
first test bulletin of the current fiscal year: 

At the close of Volume 38, March 31, 1927, a total of 27,798 
tests had been completed in the 305- and 365-day divisions 
showing an average of 15,751.9 lbs. milk and 533.72 Ibs. fat. 
With the close of the past testing year, March 31, 1928, we 
have a total of 30,299 tests completed in the Ten-Months’ and 
Yearly Divisions showing an average of 15,796.1 lbs. milk and 
535.13 Ibs. fat, an increase of 44.2 lbs. milk and 1.41 lbs. fat 
as compared to the grand averages of a year ago. The follow- 
ing table shows the summaries for the several classes in the 
long-time tests to April 1, 1928, at the close of the last test- 
ing year:

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Interval Rule Amended 


T will be remembered that the Springfield Convention 
| held in June, 1927, changed the rule fixing the inter- 

val between the date of freshening and the starting 
of any official test from 6 to 14 days. All the discussion 
at the time related to the short-time tests, but the rule as 
adopted by the Convention applied to the two-day offi- 
cial portion of the long-time tests as well. It soon be- 
came apparent that this long interval requirement was 
unfair in the semi-official tests for 305 and 365 days and 
resulted in a noticeable disadvantage in many instances. 
This was corrected by action of the Board of Directors 
at the Milwaukee Convention, amending the interval rule 
to read as follows: 

“Resolved that no official test shall be accepted unless 
an interval of six days has elapsed from calving before 
the beginning of the official test period. 

“Resolved, further, that no seven-day official test be 
accepted for record unless a fourteen-day interval has 
elapsed between date of calving and the beginning of the 
selected period constituting such seven or thirty-day 
test.” 

This resolution was given immediate effect and pro- 
vides for the six-day interval for all tests except those 
made for seven or thirty-day strictly official records. 
Under this new ruling the first official test in connection 
with semi-official long-time testing, Herd Improvement 
Testing or strictly official tests of more than thirty days’ 
duration may be started as early as the morning of the 
seventh day from calving, counting the day on which the 
calf was born as the first day. The fourteen-day inter- 
val now applies only to strictly official tests for seven or 
thirty days. Notice of this change in the rules was 
mailed to all breeders doing Advanced Registry or Herd 
Improvement Testing from the Advanced Registry Office 
under date of June 12, 1928.

Stevenson Loses Suit for Restoration of 


Membership 


S we go to press we are advised that Judge Hazel 
A of the U. S. Circuit Court at Buffalo has handed 
down a decision dismissing the action of George E. 
Stevenson, of Pennsylvania, against the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, with costs. 
This was an attempt by Stevenson, who was recently 
expelled as an undesirable member, to force the Hol- 
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stein-Friesian Association of America to restore him to 
membership and pay him $25,000 damages. 

This action has now come to the same end as the 
various other suits Stevenson has instituted in the past 
against the Association. 


In its broader aspects, this decision is chiefly impor- 
tant in establishing the right of a membership corpora- 
tion to control its own internal affairs subject to its con- 
stitution and by-laws. The outcome of this action will be 
discouraging to other individuals or groups who may have 
been contemplating similar suits to bring embarrassment 
to the Association.

A daughter of the former Grahamholm sire, Dutchland 
Creamella Colantha Lad, shown by Femco was best senior 
yearling with a nice daughter of Grahamholm Hazel Co- 
lantha shown by Griffith in second place—a bit of work 
for Dr. Graham to be proud of. Femco also had the best 
junior yearling in a Hollyhock youngster they bought at 
the dispersal of that famous herd. A daughter of the 
Maytag sire, Bess Burke Sensation, was second. 

In the female calf class a pretty line up resulted when 
43 calves were brought out. It was nip and tuck as to 
which calf the judge’s favor would fall upon but in the 
end he chose a Fredmar and later made the sweet thing 
junior champion. She was a daughter of the “somewhat 
noted sire,” Triune Ormsby Piebe. Perhaps you have 
heard of him. A daughter of K. P. O. P. 27th bought by 
Maytag at the National Ormsby Sale recently was second 
after a hard struggle and closely pressing in was a calf 
by Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th the Chapman show sire. 
Judge Gillette might have shuffled these three up and 
not displeased. The winner had a slightly better rump. 
The second had more compactness and a mature appear- 
ance and the third calf was sure one sweet baby. In fact 
one could go right on down the line of calves and find 
plenty of auality. 


McDonald started out on his old habit of cleaning up 
the groups when he counted in the graded herd but ran 
plumb up against Griffith and his junior champion when 
the yearling herd was brought out and did not recover in 
time to win any other group. Chapman has a mortgage 
on the calf herd this year with his fine young ones. 
Stewart with a get from the grand old champion Tritomia 
Ormsby Pietertje looked fit for the blue and Griffith’s 
junior champion bull helped him get the produce-of-cow 
blue. Nineteen gets were shown and the remainder of 
the groups averaged around twelve for each class. The 
competition was keen in these groups and the lines were 
very satisfactory.

NEWS 


In 1923 there were only 53 dairy 
plants of all kinds in the state of 
Mississippi; now there are 264 such 
plants. This includes four large 
condenseries, fourteen cheese  fac- 
tories and a number of creameries, 
ice cream plants and city milk plants. 
Dairying in Mississippi is moving 
along rapidly and has added greatly 
to the prosperity of the entire state 
as well as proving to be a steady in- 
come producer for farmers.

The new creamery and powdered 
milk plant of the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association at Springfield, Missouri, 
which opened on August 20th is 
now receiving over 50,000 pounds of 
milk per day. On August 29th a full 
carload of sweet cream was shipped 
to the Philadelphia market. The 
plant is making dry milk and sweet 
cream butter. 

Arkansas is rapidly stepping for- 
ward to take her place in the rank of 
Southern states wherein dairying is 
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receiving attention and will un- 
doubtedly experience great dairy 
development within the near future. 
During the last year many pure bred 
dairy sires have been brought into 
the state through activities of the 
dairy extension department of the 
State College,the railroads and busi- 
ness organizations. Dairy calf clubs 
have been organized in several coun- 
ties and at least one group of club 
animals will be exhibited at the 
National Dairy Exposition. 

Within the last few weeks new 
factories have been opened by the 
Kraft-Phoenix Cheese Company at 
Hope 2nd Carlisle, making seven 
cheese factories opened since Jan- 
uary Ist. 

The Agricultural Committee of the 
Arkansas Bankers’ Association is de- 
voting 90 per cent of its activities 
for the year to a campaign for dairy- 
ing and through its members is urg- 
ing farmers to organize their com- 
munities to purchase pure bred bulls. 

Five times as many Oklahoma 
farmers as attended the National 
Dairy Exposition last year will see 
the big show at Memphis this year, 
according to J. W. Boehr, dairy 
specialist at the agricultural college, 
Stillwater. He says that dairying is 
increasing rapidly in Oklahoma and 
that farmers are particularly inter- 
ested in better dairy cattle. 


The Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louise Railway are sending 
one 4H club member from each 
county in Tennessee which these 
roads touch, to the National Dairy 
Exposition. It is estimated by G. L. 
Herrington, State Club Leader, that 
at least seventy boys and girls will 
enjoy these trips. 


The Memphis Chamber of Com- 
merce has organized a Farm Service 
Division to act as an advisory council 
to Dr. E. R. Lloyd, Agricultural 
Directo: of the Chamber. At a meet- 
ing of the Division on August 27th 
the entire program was devoted to 
discussing ways and means to pro- 
mote the National Dairy Exposition 
in October.

Junior Champion male in his senior 
yearling, Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 
7th, his good bull calf of last year. 
Here again Hurlwood had a strong 
runner-up in what was undoubtedly 
the best bull class of the show. Yates 
took the aged class with Posch Syl- 
vius Canary, the old Haley & Lee bull, 
who is out in much improved form 
this year. The Dinsmore Estate bull, 
in second place, had many ringside 
friends. Count Korndyke Posch, Yates 
senior herd sire, was in third position. 
The Baker entry, Lauderdale Henger- 
veld Champion, topped a weak class of 
3-year-olds. Ralph Brown headed the 
junior yearlings with a Yates-bred bull, 
the sire now heading Harvey Farring- 
ton’s herd. Clover Heights Farm of 
Pittsford had a good Winterthur-bred 
bull in second place. The class of 
thirty bull calves, which opened the 
show, was won by Robertson with his 
good entry, Sir Homestead Pontiac 
Beets 10th, Hurlwood taking their 
third red of the bull section with a son 
of their All-American bull, and plac- 
ing another in fifth in this strong 
class. Yates also had two inside the 
money, both sons of their splendid 
son of the Grand Champion cow, K. M. 
D. K. §. Colantha. 
The Female Classes 

The aged cow class was the best we 
have seen this year, considering both 
numbers and quality. There were 46 
in the ring, and they were a wonderful 
demonstration of the type-improve- 
ment that is taking in the Holstein 
breed. The quality was so even that 
Judge Merrill had a real job on his 
hands in lining up the top six. He 
finally applied the axe to about half 
of them, keeping in 22 for final con- 
sideration. K. M. D. K. S. Colantha, 
the grand old Yates matron, cham- 
pion in many a hard fought contest 
of earlier years and winner of the 
butter test here both in 1926 and 1927, 
was a popular choice to head the line. 
She is not running on test this year 
and is in better bloom, although well 
along in her lactation and producing 
heavily. It is always pleasing to have 
a cow of her demonstrated producing 
ability go to the head. Bessie Johan- 
na Fayne Model, in second place for 
Bell Farm, was not a popular selec- 
tion with the ring side. She is evi- 
dently a great producer, but there 
were differences of opinion as to how 
her udder would shape up at freshen- 
ing, and her general appearance would 
seem to have fitted her into the line 
farther down. The Blount Lumber 
Co. entry, Silver Birch Annie, now 
owned by Kingsford Farms, in fifth 
position, had many ringside friends 
for second or third place. Yates scored 
again in third place with that grand 
old matron, Gypsy Posch Ruby, who 
placed first in the milking class at the 
Canadian Royal last fall for Haley & 
Lee. She is not showing so good in 
the udder right now, but is a beauti- 
ful model of a dairy cow. 


Yates won the three-year-old class 
also with a very typy little daughter 
of the Arbogast bull, Echo Mercedes, 
which placed second at the recent 
Canadian National. The two-year-olds, 
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34 in number, made another strong 
class in which Robertson placed first 
and third. The Bell entry, Rieck 
Farm Lavera Belle, their good junior 
yearling of last year, was a popular 
favorite to win this class. She is 
fresh and shows a lot of dairy quality 
and sweetness along with good size 
and about everything a heifer of this 
age ought to have. The Robertson 
heifers, both daughters of King Piebe 
of York, had not yet freshened, mak- 
ing comparison with the Bell Farm 
heifer difficult, and not improving the 
looks of the line to have her standing 
between them. 


The yearling heifer classes were 
both packed with quality, and both 
were headed by Bell Farm entries. 
The senior section, which was per- 
haps the stronger of the two, was led 
by Hollyhock Oak Lodge Fobes, a 
daughter of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
selected in the Hollyhock dispersal 
last fall. She has that rare combina- 
tion of sweetness and strength, which 
indeed she needed to top the Robert- 
son entry, King Piebe of York Moon- 
beam Segis. The junior section, how- 
ever, brought out the Junior Cham- 
pion of the show in Fairest of All, a 
very sweet, smooth little daughter of 
North Star Ozone Champion, from that 
famous Bell Farm matron, Helbon 
Beauty Bonheur 2d. Other daughters 
of Ozone placed second and seventh. 
The biggest class of the show was the 
heifer calf class of 57. Robertson 
topped this great aggregation with 
Huntsdale Beauty Duress, who was 
sired by a bull of Serradella Farms 
breeding. She already has more size 
than the junior yearling that was 
later made Junior Champion, and is 
an extra good calf. Bell Farms had 
two in the money, a daughter of 
Ormsby Sensation standing second and 
an Ozone daughter in sixth place. 
Yates, Baker and Hurlwood took the 
other moneys. 


The Groups 


Yates and Robertson divided honors 
in the groups, the two accounting for 
all firsts and all seconds but one. 
Robertson headed the Graded Herd 
class, with Yates entries second and 
third. The process was reversed in 
the Produce of Dam class, Yates win- 
ning first on a pair of money-winning 
heifers, while Robertson was taking 
second and third, the Grand Champion 
bull being in the third group. Rob- 
ertson headed the Get of Sire list 
with a very strong group for King 
Piebe of York, made up of the Grand 
Champion bull, the first and_ third 
prize 2-year-old heifers and the sec- 
ond prize senior yearling heifer. Yates 
was second with a very. pleasing 
group by Count Korndyke Posch, the 
third prize aged bull, while Baker had 
four very sweet ones by Triune Orms- 
by Piebe 27th in third position. Both 
Robertson and Yates had two groups 
inside the money. Yates succeeded in 
winning first in all the other groups, 
demonstrating the balance and uni- 
formity of what is undoubtedly the 
best show: string Mr. Yates has ever 
sent out. In the County Herd Con- 
test ten herds were on hand from 
eight counties. Washington placed 
first, as on several previous occasions, 
Duchess, a new-comer, was second, 
and Oswego, last year’s winner, was 
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third. Onondaga performed the un- 
usual feat of having twelve county 
herds on exhibit, three in each of foy; 
breeds, a real tribute to the live stock 
development of the county and to the 
energy of County Agent Don Ward. The 
entire show was a credit to all cop. 
cerned. The New York Holstein. 
Friesian Association, through a specia] 
committee headed by Ward Stevens 
was actively back of the exhibit, and 
did some splendid promotional wor, 
for the breed through the decoration 
of the cattle barn and the operation 
of a Holstein milk bar that proved to 
be a great success. Mention should 
also be made of the courtesy and ef. 
ficiency of the management of the 
show by Supt. Savage and his staff of 
assistants. Prof. A. R. Merrill of 
Connecticut made the awards. This 
was his first appearance at this show 
and his work gave general satisfac. 
tion.

The judge must have forgotten 
his famous lecture of last year when 
he came to judge the aged cows. It 
will be remembered that he insisted 
upon putting up cows in milk at this 
show in 1927 and even went so far as 
to lecture breeders for showing dry 
cows year after year. But in 1928 
his first two places went to dry cows. 
A sign hangs in the judging pavilion 
this year which reads: ‘Make this 
department educational by asking 
questions.” We asked the judge why 
vend wherefore, reminding him of his 
lecture. His reply was characteristi- 
cally: “Well, there you are—what 
are you going to do?” He, too, had 
read the sign. All of which when 
translated means that Judge Haeger 
could not find quality enough in the 
cows in milk to warrant putting them 
above the two tops even though 
those matrons did not show in pro- 
duction. It is comparatively easy to 
explain this when it comes to light 
that the prize winner in the class is 
none other than Side Hill Ormsby 


Segis, World’s Champion milk pro- 
ducer. The winner showing dry has 
plenty of evidence of production. 


She was about the largest cow in the 
ring. She was too fat. But she de- 
served to win and Haeger could not 
do otherwise even though he had to 
hear about last year’s lecture after- 
ward. Ruby Fayne Posch shown by 
Carnation and dry, too, was second. 
The rest of the rather ordinary line- 
up of aged cows were quite largely 
in milk and rather decent udders on 
the cows were the rule rather than 
the exception. We believe there is 
a noticeable improvement in this 
rather important department. 


The two top four-year-olds were 
either of them better than any of 
the aged cows and it was natural 
that Johanna Pietertje Artis Cream- 
elle should be made senior and Grand 
champion after winning her class. 
The Green Bay state institution en- 
try, however, gave the winner a real 
rub for top honors. She had a little 
better udder and perhaps is a great- 
er dairy animal than the winner. 
Number three in this ring was a very 
nice entry shown by Milwaukee 
County Institutions but lack of scale 
kept her from making it hotter for 
the two above her. There was not 
so much quality in the three-year-old 
line-up and after Haeger had picked 
a daughter of Matador Segis Ormsby 
for top he turned to two daughters 
of Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad 
for second and third. 


Of the two-year-olds, the former 
All-American yearling, Inka Wayne 
Creamelle, was put up although Car- 
nation entry again made a fight of it. 
The runner-up had a better rump and 
better udder. Body and shoulder as 
well as general make-up put the Jef- 
ferson entry over, however. 

Netherland Bell Homestead, a ma- 
ture looking, reasonably flashy senior 
yearling, won for the Industrial 
School for Boys and went through to 
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junior championship. The Anthes 
heifer that won at Aurora took sec- 
ond here. The All-American calf of 
last year, Carnation Inka Bonnie, 
could do no better than fifth, being 
beaten by a daughter of Prilly shown 
by Pabst and by her sister by Sir 
Inka May. She is rather fat, a lot 
patchy and not quite straight over 
the top. A daughter of Sir Inka May, 
however, was first and third junior 
yearling with the result that that sire 
had little difficulty in winning the 
get-of-sire competition. 


Sixty-four senior heifer calves 
made up a very good class in this 
division and Judge Haeger picked a 
big calf sired by Sir Triune Pansy, 
the Milford Meadows herd sire, for 
his top. She was the largest calf in 
the ring, a real dairy heifer and a 
daughter of Logan Side Hill Ormsby 
Fayne, son of the first prize aged 
cow, was next in line. Jefferson 
county had third and sixth calves 
and Carnation had another daughter 
of Sir Inka May in fourth. 


Firsts in the groups were all 
mopped up by Carnation and Jeffer- 
son, the former winning young herd, 
calf herd, get-of-sire and produce. 
Jefferson won the aged herd and four 
cows in milk. The group shown for 
Sir Inka May had no trouble winning 
that competition with J. E. Piek’s 
get from Johanna Rag Apple Pabst 
in second place. The offspring of 
Gypsy Posch Ruby was best produce 
and the winning two-year-old and her 
sister out of Inka Wayne Ormsby 
was second. 


The consistent showing of the Jef- 
ferson breeders in this open class 
brought them reward in the county- 
herd competition when that county 
won first. Sheboygan was runner-up.

TRENDS IN DAIRYING 

States relatively unimportant in the 
field of dairy product manufacturing 
increased their importance in 1927 as 
compared with the previous year, 
according to statistics compiled by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The important dairy 
States of Minnesota and Wisconsin 
did not increase their production in 
1927.. The total amount of creamery 
butter manufactured in the year was 
1,496.495,000 Ibs., an increase of 
about 45,000,000 lbs. over 1926. Iowa 
achieved a substantial increase. “In 
general,’ says the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, “increases are 
reported in the less important butter- 
producing States, particularly in the 
Sotth, the Northwest, and the far 
West, in which sections it has been 
generally known the dairy business 
has been increasing rapidly in recent 
years.” 

The manufacture of dry milk in 
1927 was nearly 30 per cent greater 
than in 1926. Cheese was an excep- 
tion to the general record of in- 
creased production of dairy products, 
as a slight decline is recorded.

Cattle entries in the National 
Dairy Exposition at Memphis close 
on September 20th. Exhibitors who 
expect to enter their herds are re- 
minded that the closing date will 
soon be at hand. 

It is important this year, accord- 
ing to Secretary Anderson of the Ex- 
position, that entry forms be filled 
out completely and sent in promptly. 
He directs.attention to the necessity 
for giving complete information so 
that the entries may be catalogued 
properly. 

The cattle prize lists and entry 
blanks have been mailed to prospec- 
tive exhibitors but additional copies 
may be secured by writing the Ex- 
position office at Memphis.
